Condemend 84, 1 part Cock SParrer. Throw it all into a blender, add a 16 
pound sledghammer, a dash of anger, let all blend together and PRESTO 
you have RETAILATOR! Wow! What the fuck took me so long to find out 
about these guys? Maybe it’s my advanced age. I tend to listen to more 
old school oi and punk and the Nineties were a blur to me so I wasn’t real¬ 
ly looking for any music from that era. Thank God for Napster, I typed “Oi” 
into Napster’s search engine and one of the first songs was “Strength 
through Oi.” Now I am a huge fan! 

Thanks to Peter (singer) of RETALIATOR for doing the interview. 


In your band history I’ve noticed a LOT of line 
up changes. Do you think this has helped or 
hurt the band? 

{Pete} I wouldn’t say it helps things at all, in fact it 
makes life a lot harder and slows down the gener¬ 
al progress of the whole thing, but it does make 
those that are left behind all the much more deter¬ 
mined to succeed, we’ve got to the stage now 
though were we can’t really push it much longer, if 
this line-up falls apart that’ll probably be that, but 
the present team does seem to be a really 
tight unit of like-minded alcoholics, so for the first 
time ever it feels like the whole band is pulling 
together, I just hope it lasts, there are 
always outside influences that damage - or try to 
damage - the band, but that’s life, you just have to 
keep fighting and not let it grind you down. 


I hear a lot of different influences in your 
sound. Who were the primary 
influences in your musical upbringing? 

{Pete} The first band to have any impact on me at 
all as a kid was ‘Slade’, they were the first band to 
get my interest and I still listen to their stuff once 
in a while to this day, I liked ‘Sweet’ and ‘Alice 
Cooper’ also but then Punk came along and that 
was that for me, the ‘Sex Pistols’ were a major 


influence, the anarchy shite meant nothing to me 
and still means nothing, but the music was a com¬ 
plete breath of fresh air, the stuff to really get me 
though was pioneer Oi! bands such as ‘Sham 69’ 
and ‘The Cockney Rejects’ and back then ‘The 
Angelic Upstarts’, it was all so fucking real, there 
was no bullshit, it was just pure aggression and I 
new it was for me from day one, The Business’ 
were also a personal favourite along with ‘Blitz’. 
Post-dinosaur Heavy Metal has also played a 
major role in my life, I know loads of skins that are 
into metal and I don’t see anything wrong with 
that, certain metal is really close to early Oi! any¬ 
way, ‘Rose Tattoo’ for instance were kind of ‘Street 
Metal’ for want of a better description, the way I 
look at it is, if music is aggressive and powerful 
then I usually like it whatever the genre, I believe 
skinheads need their own music, but they should¬ 
n’t be shackled to it, although saying that, I think 
metal is pretty-much fucked now, all those college- 
kids wearing jeans baggy enough to cloth a third- 
world country, pointing at the floor all the time and 
grabbing their bollocks, going ‘Aha aha!’ 

FUCK THAT SHIT! Call me racist if you like but 
hey dickhead! look in the mirror, you aint black!, 
get over it! 


Your lyrics run the gambit from politcal (Armed 
& Ready) to pub songs (Drink), are the lyrics 





written mostly by one person or is it more an 
effort by a couple of people? 

{Pete} Well the lyrics are pretty much 90% 
down to me, others have contributed in the past 
but I pretty much do the majority, it’s something 
I’ve done foryears, even before I could play an 
instrument, I wrote both the songs you men¬ 
tioned, one was a serious effort, one was a bit of 
a fuck about that was written the night before it 
was recorded hence the terrible playing on it, we 
put it down in one take and left it as it was, fuck- 
ups and all, it’s just a laugh. I try to make our 
songs a little less predictable than the norm, if 
you really look at our lyrics there is a common 
undercurrent, a dark and violent theme that runs 
through the whole thing and that’s down to me, 

I like to take things further, if someone gets mur¬ 
dered on the street or something, instead of just 
ranting about how bad the streets are, I say, 
well what if the dead bloke could take some kind 
of bloody revenge, how excellent would that be? 
What if there were really violent vigilante gangs 
of skinheadssorting the problems of the streets 
in their own really uncompromisingly brutal way, 
how would that look? 


Any plans to come to the U.S. in 2001? 

{Pete} There was talk of us accompanying 
‘Condemned 84’ but I can’t see that happening 
now, we have half of ‘Condemned 84’ in the 
band now, so touring like that would be crazy, 
Mark and Baysey would have to play two 
sets throughout. We hope that it does happen 
one day, but as yet there is nothing concrete. 


If so, what cities would you defintely like to 
play? 

{Pete} All of them of course! Especially 
Boston, we’ve heard there’s some bloke called 
Johnny who’ll buy you beers all night! Excellent! 
(Pete if you make it to Boston, believe me beers 
are on me! JOHNNY) 


Have American skins /punks been pretty 
receptive to you guys? 

{Pete) Yeah, the feedback from the States has 
been great, we’ve had a hell of a lot of support 
from you guys, there’s been the odd gripe about 
us being too metal sounding but on the whole it’s 
been real positive, Sheldon at Realskinheads.net 
especially, has been really good, he’s really 
pushed our stuff and given us great reviews. 

(I agree Pete, Sheldon does tremendous work 
for the skinhead and street culture - JOHNNY) 

I think people in the states are more open 
to fresh ideas, some places are very stuck in 
their ways about what a skinhead band should 
be and sound like, they want you to become the 
reincarnation of bands that have gone before but 
we just want to be us, Retaliator, you can call us 
an Oi! band if you like, you can label us 
Streetpunk, but we won’t be shackled by it 
because what we really are is A SKINHEAD 
BAND, end of story. 


What are some of the bands you listen to 
now? 

{Pete} My favourite band at the moment is 
‘Baker’s Dozen’ from Scotland, fucking awesome 
band, powerful and aggresive! 

‘Loyalty’ are promising to be a great band for the 
future, 80’s style Oi! crammed with aggression 
and power, they are excellent live and when they 
get around to recording, it will turn a few heads, 
definately a band to look out for. 


If you were stuck on an island the rest of 
your life and could only listen to the same 
five CDs. what would they be? 

{Pete} I am stuck on an island for the rest of my 
life! And I do own just five CD’s!!! OK then, seri¬ 
ously, they’d be CD-R’s that I made myself on 
my computer, each CD holding around 200 
tracks, sorted!!! But... if you nicked my comput¬ 
er, then I suppose it’ll have to be...

I remember vividly the Gallery East, the Channel, the Media Workshop and the Cambridge 
VFW Hall in the days of the eighties. Those were great times. All the bands from that era 
(SSD, DYS, the FUs, GangGreen, Jerry’s Kids, the Freeze, Negative FX, etc.) have disap¬ 
peared. Only the Freeze and Slapshot had any longevity, and technically Slapshot started after 
the demise or break up of the other old school bands. Those days meant so much. Just a 
small bunch of people having a good time, making a reputation for Boston. And where are they 
now? Where are the members of SSD? DYS? GangGreen? Jerry’s Kids? The FUs? You know 
sometimes I feel like I was taken for a ride. I feel the Boston Hardcore days were just a fad. 

I mean look at New York, their bands are all still kickin’ it strong, CroMags, Agnostic Front, 
Murphy’s Law, the Nihilistics. All still together, or at least still active in their scene. 
Boston was right up there as far as influence goes. We had a kick ass scene with some great 
bands. Tragically it seems like it was all just a fad with some of those great bands. Most of 
the forementioned bands pretty much disavowed their early stuff as being immature or archa¬ 
ic. A lot of the older Boston guys felt the scene became all cliched and tired. That may be all 
in good, but there were a lot of impressionable people out their who believed in what Springa, 
Smalley, and Doherty were singing about. Remember Springa at Jerry’s Kids last show say¬ 
ing how hardcore was dead? How the Boston Crew started it and supposedly ended it that 

day? Yeah right...in the words of Johnny Rotten 

“Ever get the feeling you’ve been cheated?” 

In hindsight some of the older Boston bands wanted to be taken so seriously, and now there 
is not ONE major player from the Boston HC days still kickin’ it punk/hardcore style. 
What the fuck fellas, wasn’t anyone in this for real? Or was it all a teenage fad? 





One of the issues that has long baf¬ 
fled me concerning the politics of 
punk rock is the acceptance or tol¬ 
eration of communist ideology. Most 
punks/skins don’t like to discuss 
politics, Well kidies this here is 
POLITICS 101. If you’re just into the 
music and scene that is fine. I’m 
worried about my children and future 
generations. I’m also concerned 
when mass murderers and dictators 
are looked upon as some type of 
idols. Deaths caused by Communist 
oppression far outnumber Nazi 
atrocities, but yet Communists run 
amok and operate with impunity 
within the punk and oi circles. Why? 
One of the most common excuses 
I’m given is that true communism 
hasn’t been practiced yet. My reply 
is the same I would give to a Nazi 
who says real National Socialism 
has not been practiced yet either. 

No fuckin’ way! 

Another is Stalin and Mao were not 
true Communists. I’ve heard a bunch 
of different bullshit excuses. I’m 
confused, if someone is killed 
because of their skin color or reli¬ 
gion or if people are killed because 
they think differently or don’t agree 
with those in power, aren’t both 
instances equally murder? If a per¬ 


son is killed because he practices a 
different religion, it does not make 
that death any more or less important 
than someone who was killed 
because of a conflicting political 
alliance. But yet a lot of you punk 
rockers don’t associate murder, 
oppression, and human rights viola¬ 
tions with Communism.

(in all its sub-categories and strains) 
is responsible for far more murders 
than fascist governments.

My point is 
to point out the evils of communism 
and revolutionary idealism. To those 
people who say that Mao, Stalin, and 
Castro weren’t practitioners of real 
communism, my reply is how many 
people must be slaughtered before 
you punks realize how evil commu¬ 
nism is.

Vanilla Muffins - Tift© Power Of Soger OH (Reality Clash Records) 

An interesting blend of influences on this disk. The boys from Switzerland (?) are obviously influenced by Cock 
SParrer, Stiff Little Fingers, and the Clash. Which in itself is a reason to get this disk. The production is excellent, 
with the guitar work being absolutely phenemonal. The majority of the songs are old-school punk sing-a-longs. What 
I like about this release is it a just a few guys having a good time and playing some excellent. Not overly political 
and no punk rock revolutionary idealisms. The only drawback to this disk is it’s quick tempo, which tends to make a 
couple of the songs blend together, other than that a very solid recording. 

Best Songs - Never Ask About That - FOB - Bamm, And the Battle... 

Tommy & the Terrors - MOSS. Hysftirie'' (Rodent Popsicle Records) 

For anyone that misses the old Boston HC (SSD.Neg. FX, DYS) get this disk! From the first track “Revenge” to the 
live cut “Lot 11” this is what I would call a time machine release. I put the disk in, hit play and its like being taken 
back to Boston 1983. This is one of the best Hardcore releases these ears have heard in a long time. These guys 
are incredible live and if they keep putting out tremendous music like this, their future will extremely bright. Hurry up 
and go see these guys live before the singer Tommy is committed to the psycho ward! A good band that has a great 
time making music. 

Battalion 86 - Street Lev et Jusfice/Strengtf) for ALL 

I received these from the band when I might them at the Iron Cross show in Rhode Island. The production is 
inconsistent, on some songs the sound is crisp, on others it is demo quality. But what do you expect from a hard working 
band that works their balls off and does everything themselves. Production problem aside, the lyrics are fuckin’ 
incredible, capturing what I believe is the true spirit of American skinheads. These lads from Virginia are not afraid 
to speak their minds. After listening to these disks, you get the gritty feel of struggle from Battalion 86’s perspective. 

The music is great, a bit metallic flavor without the standard oi chords. I think the cut “ American Working Man” is 
the song that most exemplifies what being American working class is all about. The cut’ Street Level Justice” is one 
of those songs that you will be chanting 20 years from now. What can I say? I think these guys fuckin’ rule! I’m 
looking forward to their release on Reality Clash, (see back cover) 

U.S. CHAOS/Statch & the Rapes - we Are Your Enemy “(Punkrock Records) 

What can I say about U.S. CHAOS that I haven’t before? Getting new material from them is similar to 
receiving new Psalms in the Bible. Their cut here “Blame It On Sam’ is classic CHAOS which I’m sure 
will piss off people. On the flip side of this 7” release is the band ready to piss EVERYONE off, Statch 
and the Rapes! Their cut ” Where Are Ya Goin’ Now” is a nice smack of American Punk Rock! Oh boy 
look all you punk rockers! A band with a real l-don’t-give-a-fuck attitude! NO PC HERE! The only thing I 
can say about Stach and the Rapes is they are the mean West Coast cousins of U.S. CHAOS. Hey Tim 
that’s the best compliment I’ll ever give anyone.

being a great father and husband, as well 
as being a dedicated son to the greatest 
sub-culture on earth. Sometimes I get 
burned out, but then A day or so later I 
snap out of it and get it all back on track. 
As I mentioned earlier I'll keep pushing for¬ 
wards regardless of who or what anyway 
says. Skinhead ain't about being in the in 
crowd, or part of the popularity contest. At 
least it should'nt' be., it should be about 
being true to yourself. 

What do you think are the biggest 
issues facing American skinheads these 
days. 

Well, being a skinhead today sure ain't like 
being a skinhead in the 80's. It's a lot easi¬ 
er, you can pull out fancy little books like 
'The Spirit of 69' to show people that your 
not a big bad racist. Back in the 80's if 
someone got in your face with some mis¬ 
conception, you fought them.. PERIOD. 

You didn't try some boy scout approach 
and tried to explain why you weren't a big 
bad nazi like they saw on TV. More of the 
kids today seem content on trying to con¬ 
vince the media and those that look down 
on them that they are decent people who 
have been crucified by the media.

The Freeze, although never 
part of the Boston straight edge scene, were none the less a major force in setting the 
mindset of the Boston hardcore culture. While most bands at that time were influ¬ 
enced by Minor Threat and Iron Cross, the Freeze were showing more punk influ¬ 
enced roots. Yeah, I'll admit I was enthralled like everyone else with the Boston Crew 
days and that whole Boston against the world feeling, but I am grateful for the 
extraordinary lyrics and music of the Freeze. Their tales of loneliness and darkness 
were something we all related to and to this day the lyrics are as fresh in my mind as 
they were in the eighties.

clones, would be used as a divisive market¬ 
ing tool by the label.

They were hypocrites and 
slugs and the scene was lessened because 
of them. The whole bunch were SSD's 
mindless henchmen.

A freshcut turned to 
me and said 
“There’s no such 
thing as a skinhead girl. 
There’s only coatracks 
dressing up like their 
boyfriends.” I laughed to 
myself, and thought 
about how many skin¬ 
head girls had outlasted 
their skinhead boyfriends 
by years. It’s true that all 
freshcuts talk out of their 
asses. I can’t even 
begin to explain how 
many dumb things I said 
and did the first couple 
years I claimed skin, and 
being only 18 years old 
l,m not exactly a cruci¬ 
fied skin. However this 
kid had the nerve to 
accuse girls who had 
shaven in years ago and 
kept the faith of being 
coat racks. Still it’s not 
just freshies who talk shit 
about the fine women 
who represent the skin¬ 
head movement. One of 
my best friends, who I 
otherwise respect to no 
end, told his girlfriend at 
the time “You’re not a 
skinhead. You’re a byrd.” 

This 
guy had been a skin for 6 
years, and he still had 
not learned to respect 
women.

don’t give a shit. 

Skinheads are meant to 
have integrity, and it 
seems to me that integrity 
includes having respect for 
women. Of course this 


means looking out for them, 
but it also means treating 
them like normal human 
beings. A skinhead is a skin¬ 
head regardless of what is 
between their legs. We all 
go through the same 
things. It’s bad enough that 
there are divisions between 
WP skins, SHARPS, trads, 
hardcore skins, punk skins, 
oi skins, redskins, mod 
skins, queer skins, and 
independents. Are we going 
to say “byrds” are another 
category in themselves? 

This is not a call to unity; 
that’s a lost cause. It’s a 
call for people to start 
respecting the women we’re 
all willing to get in fights 
over.
